keep back the mob in order that tho 
thirty mechanics might pass Into tho 
works, but they were soon overpowered 
and I'ompolod to retreat. In the strug- 
gle some of the deputies had their 
nmcrB taken from them. Seeing that 
to further resist tho mob would result 
in bloodshed tho little band <>f work- 
men retreated in good order. 


Tills victory encouraged the strikers, 


and when Foreman Millslagle camo 
upon the scene u few minutes later and 
i.ttemptcd to reach the mill gate ho 
found himself surrounded by n howling, 
lawless mob. Hut the brave foreman, 
with olub In hand,.defied the strikers. 
Near the gate he 
was confronted

When ho reached 
u narrow pathway running along the 
edge of a d«op ravine tho Homesteader 
ran uu liolilml him and dealt him a ter- 
rible blow on the back of the head. 
MIllHluglo was rendered unconscious 
and rolled to the bottom of the ravine. 
He win was picked up by friends and 
taken lo his home whore he soon re- 
covered. 


Tho assault was witnessed by the 


mob of strikers, who cheered when they 
saw Mlllslagle knocked down. While 
they wore still gloating over their vic- 
tory, the strikers caught sight of Boss 
Carpenter Hugh Boyee, hastening to- 
ward tho mill gate. With a yell they 
started for him with up-raised clubs. 
But tho deputy sheriffs promptly exe- 
cuted a flank movement, surrounded 
Boyce, and succeeded in getting him 
Into tho mill uninjured. The crowd 
•urged about tho gate, which they 
threatened to break down If Boycowas 
not brought out. 


Before they could carry out their 


threat the strikers caught sight of sev- 
eral companies of 
militia sweeping 


down upon them In double quick time. 
The sight of the blue coats and tho 
glistening bayonets caused the mob to 
scatter In all directions 
In a few min- 


utes tho entire sixteenth regiment, un- 
der command of Col. Hillings, was in 
possession. 


Col. 
Hillings ordered the captains of 


the respective companies to place men 
on all itrcots loading to the mill, with 
orders to allow no one to pass without 
written orders.

One Hundred Thousand Knights Ex- 


pected to be Present il the Rail- 


roads Can Find Cars Enough 


to Carry Them. 


DENVF.D, Col., Aug. 5.—The Knights 


Templar conclave, which will be the 
largest and most important convention 
ever held by the Masonic fraternity, 
will open in this city in all its grandeur 
next Tuesday. Tho formal opening oi 
;he week's festivities will be tho pa- 
rade wherein 26,000 uniformed knights, 
representing all the commanderies In 
the United States, will participate and 
act as an escort to Grand Master J. P. 
S. Gobin, conducting him to the Ma- 
sonic temple, where the sessions of the 
prand encampment will be held. 


The line of march will be formed al 


9:30 o'clock in the morning, and after 
covering four and a half 
miles oi 


streets, Gen. Gobin will be conducted 
to the temple, where ho will at onco 
call to order the delegates representing 
the scvci-al states. These sessions will 
continue during the throe days follow- 
ing. 


There will be about 451) delegates in 


the grand oncampment. The encamp- 
ment. However, will attract little pub- 
lie attention. It is the festivities ac- 
companying it, and which have already 
begun, which are causing more than 
100,000 knights and others to ruah to 
Denver, tho great city of tho Rocky 
mountain region. 


This immense throng began coming 


in yesterday morning, the earliest that 
persons availing themselves of tho re- 
duced rates on the 
railroads could 


reach Denver. To-day the first trains 
from Chicago and Missouri river points 
will come in.
